be prepaid. His bill also proposed that

Had thus bill been passed the present leak 
in the Treasury would in a great measure 
have been stopped ; but the House was not 
in the mood for half-way expedients or 
half-way measures, but resolved to go the 
whole hog, and, cut the dog's tail off close 
behind his ears.
